CRASH LANDING 


Officials search for 
answers in deadly 
San Francisco accident 


MCT 

SAN FRANCISCO In the seconds before its 
deadly crash-landing Saturday at San Francis- 
co International Airport, the pilots of Asiana 
Airlines Flight 214 requested a re-landing, of- 
ficials said Sunday. But the Boeing 777 did not 
have enough speed, officials said, and was fly- 
ing too low, causing the plane to clip the sea 
wall and snap off its tail before it bounced and 
slid in a fiery crash that killed two Chinese 
schoolgirls. 

“Everything is on the table,” National Trans- 
portation Safety Board Chairman Deborah 
Hersman said of the investigation Sunday at 
the start of what will likely be a lengthy inquiry. 


The target speed was 137 knots, but the 
plane was “significantly below 137 knots, and 
we're not talking about a few knots,” Hers- 
man said. In essence, the plane was going too 
low and too slow. The runway is 13 feet above 
sea level. 

Earlier Sunday, officials identified the two 
16-year-olds killed as Ye Mengyuan and Wang 
Linjia, who were among a group of about 35 
students and teachers from Jiangshan Middle 
School in eastern China heading for a Los 
Angeles-area school for a summer program. 
An emergency vehicle rushing to the scene 
may have run over one of the girls, the local 
fire department said Sunday. Dozens of pas- 
sengers remained in the hospital, including 
three who were unconscious and two who 
were paralyzed. 

The scale of the accident tested emergen- 
cy response at hospitals, as scores of injured 


people were taken to at least nine Bay Area 
hospitals. The packed airliner departed from 
Seoul carrying 291 passengers, 141 were Chi- 
nese, and 16 crew members. 

Politicians, firefighters and hospital work- 
ers expressed amazement over the survival 
rate and gave credit to the more than 200 first 
responders who arrived at the scene, the first 
arriving within three minutes of the crash. In- 
credibly, officials said, 123 people walked away 
from the crash. 

“T don’t want to discount that lives were 
lost, that people were critically injured,” San 
Francisco Fire Department Chief Joanne 
Hayes-White said. “But it is nothing short of 
a miracle that we had literally 123 people walk 
away from this. 

“What we saw yesterday most people 
would never see in their careers. It was cer- 
tainly the biggest emergency I’ve seen,” said

With his new album, “Magna Carta Holy 
Grail,” available to everyone this week, Jay-Z 
might be the talk of the music world at the 
moment. But his tour-mate, Justin Timber- 
lake, is top of the year’s charts. 

Timberlake’s “The 20/20 Experience” is 
the year’s biggest-selling album to date, with 
2 million copies sold, according to Nielsen 
SoundScan. Macklemore & Ryan Lewis’s 
“Thrift Shop” takes digital song honors with 
5.6 million downloads. 

Billboard reported the & 
findings in a detailed Yaa y 
report that also broke 
some unhappy news for 
music retailers: This 
year is the second in a 
row in which only one 
album had sold more 
than 1 million copies by the six-month 
mark; in 2012 that album was Adele’s “21,” 
which had moved 3.7 million copies by this 
point last year. 

The year’s second-biggest seller so far is 
Bruno Mars’ “Unorthodox Jukebox,” which 
has sold 985,000 copies —just a few thousand 
more than Timberlake’s album moved during 
its first week in stores. Behind the two pop- 
soul stars on the album list are the latest from 
Mumford & Sons, Blake Shelton and Imagine 
Dragons. 

Singles-wise, Macklemore & Ryan Lewis 
are followed by Pink’s “Just Give Me a Rea- 
son,” Mars’ “When I Was Your Man,” Rihan- 
na’s “Stay” and Imagine Dragons’ “Radioac- 
tive.” 

Overall, both album and single sales are 
down as compared with this point in 2012.

Actor proud of ‘Copper’ role 


During the first sea- 
son of BBC America’s 
drama “Copper,” Ato 
Essandoh knew he 
had found a rare TV 
character in Dr. Mat- 
thew Freeman. 

Matthew not only is a free African-Ameri- 
can during the Civil War, but he’s a practicing 
physician in the rough Five Points neighbor- 
hood of 1860s New York City and a skilled 
forensics expert working, however covertly, 
with Irish-American Det. Kevin Corcoran 
(Tom Weston-Jones). 

“I thought, “Wow, this is a sort of really 
amazing role for especially an African-Amer- 
ican actor. The honor’s almost overwhelming 
to me,’” Essandoh said. “When I think about 
it I’m like, “Wow, I’ve never really seen this 
before and they’re really going for it.’” 

For the show’s current second season, 
Essandoh was thrilled to see that important 
role expanded to even greater dimensions. 
Matthew and his wife, Sara (essa Thomp- 


son), have become even more entwined in 
the storytelling as they face even more chal- 
lenges, including the introduction of Sara’s 
mother (Alfre Woodard), which will bring “a 
lot of surprises.” 

“It’s really fun,” he said. “What it actually 
sets up is an awesome dynamic that I think is 
subtle, but it’s so beautiful that there are ba- 
sically three black people with three differing 
views of, let’s say, racism and the Antebellum 
South and what the future of the black race is 
in America.” 

As unlikely as a black doctor seems during 
the Civil War, Essandoh explained that he 
based Matthew on Dr. James McCune Smith, 
a former slave who was educated as a doctor 
in Scotland and came back to the U.S., where 
he treated both blacks and whites. 

“It means so much,” Essandoh said of play- 
ing Matthew, “but it carries a responsibility 
to portray this as realistically as possible, and 
it’s hard not to feel pride that I get to repre- 
sent this part of African-American history.” 

“Copper” airs at 9 p.m. Sundays.
